and practiced confession, etc. 
He concluded w ith saying th at he 
was pr<*j>arod to appear in court and 
prove Dr Ingrain an unfit person to 
hold a pwttion of bishop of the Protes­ 
tan t church, owing to hi* encourage­ 
ment of these illegal Romish practice*. 
Friends and opponents of Kensit be­ 
came so uproarous that tho vicar general 
tried to clear the church.

Austin, April 17—The franchise tax 
on all corporation* doing business in 
Texas, foreign and domestic, falls due 
not later than May I. 
A aa result of 
the approach of the last day of grace 
the secretary of state is receiving heavy 
daily payment* of this tax and it will 
am ount to a greater sum this year than 
ever before. 
Formerly the aunual franchise tax 
was |10 for each corporation, but the 
Twenty-fifth legislature amended the 
law and increased it to $10 for corpora­ 
tions having a capital stock of less than 
$50,000, $30 for corporations having a 
capital stock of $50,OOO aud under $100,- 
OOO, $30 for those w ith a capital stock 
over $100,000 and under $1*00,000, aud 
$50 for those having a capital stock over 
$200,000. 
W ith the prosperous year and tho 
great number of oil aud other charters 
filed the state will receive an immense 
am ount of revenue from this source. 
The corporations recently chartered in 
the oil fields will have to pay franchise 
tax again on M ar I.
